At eleven o'clock tbe City Troop of Cay- 


airy came down Broad street, escorting 
President Cleveland, who occupied an 
open barouche with Thomas If. Thomson, 
chairman of the committee on the recep- 
tion ot distinguished guests, and Mayor 
Edwin H. Fitter. Behind them came a 
carriage with Secretary ol State Bayard, 
George "W. Childs, Secretary Falrohild 
and Amos R. Little. Other carriage! fol- 
lowed with distinguished guests, among 
whom was Rutherford B. Hayes. When 
the line reached the reviewing stand the 
President's carriage halted, and as he 
alighted to take his place on the reviewing 
balcony of the grand stand the cavalry- 
men stood "right about face" and saluted 
him. 


There was a continuous round of cheers 


as the President rode by, and he bowed 
his acknowledgement of the compliment 
as he passed each stand. After saluting 
the President the City Troop proceeded 
down Broad street to take its place in the 
procession. Just behind tbe venerablt 
Hannibal Hamlln, walked arm in arm 
with Thomas Donaldson, to their place on 
the stand. Then came Governor Hill and 
staff of Mew York. All of them were the 
recipients of round after round of ap 
plause. The President occupied a beauti- 
fully carved mahogany chair presented to 
him for the occasion by a prominent fur- 
niture firm in this city, and around him 
sat Secretaries Bayard and Falrchlld, 
Governor Hill and ex-President Hayes. 


Shortly after eleven o'clock Mrs. Cleve- 


land appeared on the balcony of the La- 
fayette Hotel, followed by Private Secre- 
tary Lament and wife and two or three 
guests. Mrs, Cleveland received an en- 
thusiastic round of applause as she ap- 
peared In front of the balcony, dressed in 
a handsome black silk dress, with white 
Insertions, and a beautiful white feather 
adorning her hat. 


At just 9:20 General Phil Sheridan, 


mounted on a handsome sorrel horse, came 
up tbe street at the head of tbe vast 
cavalcade of military preceded by a squad 
of mounted reserves. As he passed the 
reviewing stand the President arose and 
tipped his silk hat. It was then one con- 
tinuous sound of huzzas, Behind General 
Sheridan came the City Troop of cavalry 
on their panclng steeds, and they present- 
ed a beautiful appearance. As the cavalry- 
men passed the grand stand, each of tbe 
companies (went through the drilling 
evolutions with a precision that was 
amazing. 
Then came 
a handsomely- 


uniformed band of the State militia, play- 
ing patriotic airs. Next to them were the 
Dismounted United States Light Artillery, 
and directly after them came the Mount- 
ed Heavy Artillery, with their polished 
carriages and shining cannons. • 
_ 


Admiral Luce rode at the head"of the 


column of the naval turn-out and preceded 
the Marine Band, who, with their hand- 
some uniforms of red bats and white 
trousers, marching in four flies the entire 
width of the street, presented a beautiful 
and imposing sight. 
Following closely 


were the detachment of marines from the 
North Atlantic squadron, now anchored 
in the waters of the Delaware. 


Governor Rigge was at the front of the 


Delaware troops. As each platoon passed 
the President, their commander gracefully 
raised bis hat and saluted him, receiving 
in return a bow of recognition from the 
Comnmnder-ln-Chlef of all the troops. 
Governor Beaver of Pennsylvania was 
followed by nearly ten thousand Pennsyl 
vnnin militia. 


The end of the parade was occupied by 


the Grand Army of the Republic, and as 
each post passed In front of the stand its 
commander gave a salute to the President, 
and was recognl zed. Post No. 2, ot this 
city, carried in the center of its column 
twenty-one of the flags captured by them 
during tho war. During the time they 
were passing the President remained 
standing with his head uncovered and an- 
swered each salute as it was given. Or- 
ders had previously been issued by the De- 
partment Commander G. A. R,, that only 
Post Commanders should salute, the men 
In line to walk facing ahead. This was not 
strictly adhered to, however, and many of 
those of the rank and file passed by the 
stand with uncovered heads. It was just 
fifteen minutes to three o'clock when the 
last of the Grand Army men passed by. 


After the and of tb» parade had passed 


the First City Troop of Philadelphia 
cavalry were drown up In double columns 
for tbe purpose of escorting the presiden- 
tial party back to their hotel, which was 
less than half a .square distant. 


As the President descended the steps to 


the street, leaning on the arm of ex-Minis- 
ter John A. Easson, he was greeted with 
tumultuous applause, people yelling them- 
selves hoarse in their anxiety to show 
their appreciation of his presence. Direct- 
ly behind tho President and Mr, Kasson 
came Secretaries Bayard aud Fairchild, 
and next came Admiral Luce and his staff. 
When all tbe party reached the street, 
they walked almost In the middle of the 
street to their quarters at the hotel, pre- 
ceded and followed by portions of the City 
Troop. As they walked along there was 
one continual round of cheering, to which 
the President responded by raising his 
hat. 


There were probably 30,000 men in the 


line ot parade, 6,000 or 0,000 of them ware 
Grand Army men. 


An incident which caused no end of 


comment, was the retirement of Mrs. 
Cleveland from her balcony in front of 
the Hotel Lafayette, just before the Grand 
Army division reached that point, and not 
reappearing during the time they were 
passing. Private Secretary Lament, his 
wife, Mr. Drexel and others who were 
with her, also left their places at the same 
time, and they, too, remained away. It 
was regarded as unfortunate that this in- 
cident should have occurred to mar what 
was otherwise the most complete and 
successful exhibition of military ever 
known, and many of the occupants of the 
stand, who were in full view of Mrs. 
Cleveland and party, during her presence 
expressed-deep repret at her movement. 


To give an idea of the enormous propor- 


tions of the parade, it may be said that 
the following is about the number of men 
participating. As near as could be judged, 
from the stand as they passed by: 


United States troops, 800; Delaware, one 


full regiment; Pennsylvania, three brig- 
ades, about 8,000 men; New Jersey, 1,600; 
Georgia, 50; Connecticut, 100; Massachu- 
setts, 1,200; Maryland, J.OOO; South Caro- 
lina, 150; New Hampshire, 150, Virginia, 
800; New York, 6,000; North Carolina, BO; 
Rhode Island, 200; Ohio, one full regiment; 
Maine, 400; West Virginia, 200; Iowa, BO; 
District of Columbia, 800; Grand Army, 
7,000, making with thdir bands and others 
nearly 30,000.

THE DONOA8TER DISASTER. 


LONDON, Sept. 17.—The terrible accident 


on the Midland railroad yesterday,'which 
has appaled all England, was occasions 
by defective signaling. The Midland train 
was standing on a crossing about a mile 
from Doncaster, while the tickets wore 
being collected. The Liverpool express, 
thinking the track was clear, came tear- 
Ing along at a high rate ot speed, and 
before its engineer could stop his engine, 
the express dashed into the standing 
train with 
frightful effect. 
The first

train was completely telescoped over the 
next succeeding car. 
Both train-) were 


badly wrecked, and the ground in the 
vicinity is strewn with splinters. The 
dying and the injured lay groaning and 
bleeding for a long time before they could 
be rescued from their terrible sufferings. 
Many were taken to Doncaster to hospitals, 
while others, too badly hart to be moved 
so far, are being cared for near the scene 
of the disaster. Twenty-four victims are 
already reported dead, and there are many 
ot tbe injured who will die from their 
wounds.

in your notions about the Confederate*in,the, 
south," said a member ot a Georgia regiment 
to me tlit other day—"away off. I can show 
you that they are very few indeed compared 
with the Federal survivors." 


"Why, there certainly, are several thou- 


sands Confederates in 'this very city," I re- 
plied, "and would not your master rolls show 
how many survived?" 


"We have none—you all got 'em «t the"sur- 


render. But, look here, how many • actual 
men do you suppose there were In the Confed- 
erate army, not counting double enlistments f 


"Oh, a million or two." 
"It would crowd 'em to go much over half 


B million. Now, it is true there are hundreds 
of the survivors in this city, and probably 
00,000 in all the north and the territories; but 
I am positive there are not 150,000 in all the. 
sixteen southern states today—not one man , 
to fifty of the entire population. You oun 
see by the census that all the white people In 
tbe Confederate states in 1861 Were no more 
than 5,750,000 at tbe -outside. Now, what is 
the blggost per cent, of its population that • 
country can'send to warf 1 believe no coun- 
try in the world ever sent one in seven; and, 
situated as the south was—a big territory and 
4,000,000 slaves—it couldn't have lent one in 
eight." 


"But did you not "get many from the bor- 


der states—states that did not secede?" 
' 


"Not so many as the Federals got from the 


states that did secede. Elaine's book says the 
two balanced; but he only counts the men 
from inside tbe Confederacy that were actu- 
ally counted in the Federal army, while, in 
fact, there were twice that many refugees." 


"But did not your close conscription get 


more than one in eight?" 


"Ciose conscription where? When that was 


enforced one-half the Confederate territory 
was in the Federal lines—all Tennessee, half 
of Mississippi, Alabama north of the river, 
most of Louisiana and all .the three states 
west of tbe Mississippi wera out off, and clear 
out of our jurisdiction. In fact, tbe last 
conscription, the searching one, was only en- 
forced in flve states, and in part of them it 
cost more than it came to. Tlio law exempted 
men who worked twenty slaves, and, of 
course, man had to be left at home to run 
ferries, railroads, etc. There Is no way of 
getting all the able bodied men of a country 
Into an army. You must havetcoma men to 
bold the machinery of society together, 
and In so big n region a* the Con- 
federacy there hml to be n good many 
such. Now, divide all the white people in 
the Confederacy by eight and you would have 
718,000, and that's about 100,000 more than 
»ver w«r« lutbe Confederate army. It's a 
simple matter of figures—you can't get u 
man where he isn't. Suppose they got every 
man who could carry a gun, they would only 
bave 700,000. Now, tbe Federal muster rolls 
show that they had 335,000 white men from 
the south, and the vote in tbe border states 
In 1804 showed that a big majority of their 
men was at home; so where could the Con- 
federacy have got the extra men? There is 
another way to get at it, and that's the parole 
lists. Six different armies surrendered, and 
all the paroles together amounted to 05,464. 
Now, add Just as many more for guerrillas 
and prisoners in the north, and you have but 
190,000; and then add another 100,000or more 
for deserters who did not come lu for paroles, 
and still you haven't 300,000 Confederate sol- 
diers at the end of the war. But, in fact, no 
100,000 failed to get paroles—every fellow 
wanted on« too bod—for we all thought it 
was a big protection to have a parole. Add 
all that number, though, if you like, and then 
add 300,000 lost In the war (and that's more 
than anybody claims), and you have then 
but 600,000. My own guess is that the Con- 
federacy had, not counting double- enlist- 
mentii, about 650,000 actual men In arms from 
first to last, and that over 300,000 of them 
outlasted the war." 


"And where are thoy now?" 
"In their graves, a big majority of them. 


You ai-o aa much mistaken about that as 
the other, for the boys in gray died faster 
after the war than tbe boys in blue. They 
averaged ten years older for one thing, and 
then, th«y didn't have good medicines when 
they got sick in tlie anqy, and they were 
mighty poor for a lung time after they went 
home. Yes, I rcoko» nigh to two-thirds of 
the survivors are now gone. I tell that this 
way: My regiment at tberounion couldcoijiit 
more than half already dead, and I've asked 
lots of other boys and uevor found one 
that could say bait the boys who came out 
ttllv» with him were olive now. No, I am 
positive there are not in all the world today 
160,000 Confederate soldiers alivs, and of 
them not more than 100,000 in the south—not 
lnor« than one In a hundred of the whole 
population there; not us many us there we 
old Federal soldiers in tbe south." 


"How do you make that out?" 
"Why, the sixteen southern states, as the 


army report says, furnished tbe Federals 855,- 
000 white and about 145,000 black troops; so 
there were 600,000. And, with tbe Federals 
that went south after the war, 1 feel pretty 
positive they outnumber the Confederates 
now. 
Why, Chattanooga has twice as many 


Feds as Confeds. The plain truth Is, we are 
a mighty small minority everywhere In the 
south; but tho living are the tough ones, any- 
how. The weakest <lied pretty fast just after 
tbo surrender, and tlio living bid fair to bang 
on a good while. Yes, you may say, too, 
thaf a good deal bigger proportion of officers 
lived tliau privates, because they were better 
fixed—had more money generally. 'So the 
saying about every old 'Confed' being a colo- 
nel or captain isn't all a joke."
